Hie participation of lno nu in conferences with Roosevelt and C h u rch ­ 
ill apparently was based on the never-im plem ented B rltish-T urktsh pact 
of 1939 which pledged T urkey to aid Britain In the event of aggression 
leading to war in the* M editerranean
